th at section of K ansas City known as 
Belvidere Hollow, and as a special in­ 
ducem ent for tin' colored folk to a t­ 
tend it was announced th a t an impor­ 
tant negro from the sunny districts 
of New Orleans would be on hand to 
call the dance. 
“This negro made 
a 
most 
pro­ 
nounced impression from the start, but 
when he began to call tin* figures for 
the intricate movements of the old­ 
fashioned quadrille la- created a sen­ 
sation. and. in tin' vernacular of the 
theatrical profession, the New Orleans 
darky made a ‘lilt.” 
“A single expression of this negro 
filled the dancers with wonderment; 
in fact, it caused such a sensation as 
to form the principal topic of public 
gossip In Belvidere for many weeks 
after. 
The negro’s expression 
was 
‘pas-ma-la.’ 
It means pass and swing, 
nothing more. 
“ Another negro

GOOD COAL FOUND IN IDAHO.

Tho announcem ent that coal of a 
very fair quality has been discovered 
in Thunder Mountain serves to revive 
the interest In the development of that 
newest of Idaho’s resources, says the 
Boise Statesman. 
Discoveries of coal 
have been reported at various points 
during the past few years, but those 
who control the locations as a rule 
have been unable to develop the prop­ 
erties to a depth sufficient to demon­ 
strate the value of their holdings from 
a commercial point of view. 
The s u r­ 
face has been scratched enough to in­ 
dicate the existence of bodies of coal, 
usually of doubtful bituminous value, 
still giving m oderate satisfaction In 
the limited local uses to which tho 
product has been put. 
The coal found In Thunder M ountain 
is said to have increased in quality and 
quantity with depth, having been de­ 
veloped about fifty feet. 
Tests are 
claimed to show 40 per cent fixed car­ 
bon and less than 8 per cent ash. 
It 
has been used for blacksmithing there 
and is said to give entire satisfaction. 
If these claims are borne out and if 
the properties continue to improve with 
development, the discovery will consti­ 
tute another highly important factor 
in the future of that section. 
In Lenild County the coal situation 
is most encouraging. It has passed the 
experimental stage, having been de­ 
veloped to a point where Its superiority 
as a fuel for general purposes has 
been clearly dem onstrated and 
tin* 
supply shown to lie practically inex­ 
haustible gauged by the present and 
prospective 
demand. 
The 
Pollard 
mines there have been opened up sys­ 
tematically and are yielding a large 
production. 
Teams are hauling from 
the mines continuously, the coal sell­ 
ing for $4.30 a ton, and. according to 
the Salmon Herald, the consumers tie­ 
ing well satisfied. 
The fuel problem lins develop'd into 
such a serious one in this State that 
the coal developments will arouse the 
liveliest interest. 
It is only a m atter 
of a short time until the Lemhi coal 
deposits, 
and 
others, too, will he 
reached by a railroad. 
This will stim ­ 
ulate development that it is expected 
will eventuate in the opening up of 
vast deposits from which the greater 
portion of western Idaho and eastern 
Oregon will be supplied a t prices far 
below those exacted at the present 
time.

There is work for 
everybody 
who 
wants it in the United States to-day, 
says the Utica Globe, 
lf any well man 
is idle it is because he is lazy; or thinks 
the value of his labor is greater than 
the man who can employ him will pay 
for it; or because he has accumulated 
enough of the fruits of toil so that he 
can look with contempt upon it. 
Immi­ 
gration is at flood tide. Tile countries of 
Europe which offer so little to their peo­ 
ple in return for the loyalty and service 
which they exact are sending us great 
throngs of strong and ambitious, if not 
mind-molded, men and women, so that 
one is forced to speculate as to how tiiey 
are to sustain themselves here. 
And 
while we speculate, tile problem solves 
itself. 
The great vortex 
of 
industry 
clutches them with a grip which they 
cannot escape and they become a port 
of the producing machinery which makes 
this nation the industrial marvel of the 
world. 
It is an insatiable demand which the 
varied occupations of 
America 
make 
upon its . cosmopolitan populace. 
From 
the Atlantic to tile Pacific the call is 
heard for more men. 
The channels of 
commerce absorb them. 
The manufac­ 
tories winch throw upon the markets et 
the world a wonderful mass of utilities 
which are eagerly purchased are con­ 
stantly drawing upon the native and tile 
incoming population for help. Th esq oc­ 
cupations, with their greater remunera­ 
tion and shorter hours, roll the farm of 
the men it needs. 
They take from the 
building trades young men of skill and 
stamina who, despite the splendid wages 
of construction artisans, think that the 
larger industries, with their steadier and 
less hazardous employment, offer better 
means of livelihood. They take from the 
kitchen and the chamber the domestic, 
for tile average girl, with a persistency 
which facts do not warrant, sticks to 
the belief that housework offers her less 
independence, less pay aud more de­ 
meaning service than the shop and the 
mill. To her folly she sacrifices comforts 
which the manufacturing plant and the 
store counter cannot yield, and opportu­ 
nities for self-improvement which can 
nowhere be found in such g en e ro u s meas­ 
ure as under the mistress of a household 
with kindly heart and fat purse. 
Three phases of the industrial situation 
Sre evident. 
In the first is the scarcity 
f farm labor. 
The fields are ripe aud 
the harvest is plentiful, but where are 
the reapers? The tiller of the soil could 
ive employment to many more. 
Not 
only iii the great Northwest, but in New 
York State, there is scarcity of men. 
[The Department of Agriculture says the 
Umpire State wants 50,000 farm hands 
and will pay each from $150 to $250 per 
season. 
Sn limited are the hired men 
that farmers have to give their own time 
in exchange with one another in order to 
work their fields. 
Another plutse is the 
need of builders in Pittsburg, which is 
typical of other large cities. 
But there, 
pecially, telegraph dispatches report a 
dearth of men in the building lines, so 
pronounced that five firms have offered a 
bonus of from 50 cents to $1 per day 
above the highest union wages. 
Manu­ 
facturers have asked the building trades 
fur 1,000 more men, the shortage having 
seriously delayed work on some impor­ 
tant buildings. The demand is especially 
fur 
masons, 
bricklayers, 
carpenters, 
structural 
iron 
workers, 
housesmiths, 
sheet metal workers aud puddlers iii iron 
mills. The third phase is the ever pres­ 
ent need of domestic servants. 


B e g g a r a in London. 
It is calculated th at 4,000 persons 
make a living in London by begging 
and that their average income am ounts 
to over $1,500,000 a year. 
Last year 
1,025 persons were arrested for beg­ 
ging in the streets, of whom more than 
1,500 were sentenced to terms of im­ 
prisonm ent varying from one week to 
three months.

of charity were found in possession of 
sums of money and even bank books 
showing very handsome deposits.

Coroner Scarborough 
simply was trying to make a name for 
himself. 
Various members of the fra­ 
ternity again made the statement that 
Pierson was not tied or boun d to the 
track, and that they would show con­ 
clusive evidence to this effect.

Pierce, of Kenyon, after 
reading the coroner’s verdict, said that 
his conviction that young Pierson was 
not tied to the track aud that the Delta 
Kappa Epsilon Fraternity men were in­ 
nocent, was unchanged.

The w aste In federal printing may 
be slimmed up as comprised iii two 
general classes, such as occurs from 
various causes iii the conduct of the 
printing plant itself; such as results 
in publishing pamphlets and volumes, 
either really not needed at all, or, if 
needed, issued too expensively or in 
two large numbers. 
Of these two classes of waste, that 
existing in the plant is purely a busi­ 
ness m atter, and can be remedied to 
some extent by following mon' closely 
the best commercial methods. 
That 
occurring in connection with the char­ 
acter and amount of product can prob­ 
ably be met perm anently only ’ay some 
form of supervision dealing especially 
with the three questions which should 
be considered with every proposed pub­ 
lication—the question of publishing at 
all, the question of economy in me­ 
chanical presentation and the question 
of restricting tho size of the edition 
so as not to exceed the number of cop­ 
ies required by a wise distribution. 
Distribution, indeed, forms a per­ 
plexing problem by itself. 
The com­ 
mercial publisher catering to a definite 
demand avoids dead stock by reprint­ 
ing. 
With federal publications the 
tendency is toward only one edition 
and that a liberal one. 
Herein is the 
possibility of serious waste. 
People 
are alw ays to be found who will accept 
any kind of a book if it costs nothing. 
Therefore distribution is limited solely 
by the number of copies Congress or 
government officials are willing to is­ 
sue. 
The object of most federal publica­ 
tions could be attained at a small part 
of the present cost if they wen* sent 
free only to libraries and public insti­ 
tutions, and certain im portant news­ 
papers which agree to review them and 
sold for a nominal sum to all others. 
Such a policy would be a radical de­ 
parture from present procedure—-espe­ 
cially in the case of Congress, for little 
by little Senators and Representatives 
have become distributing centers and 
official book agents for literature on 
all subjects.—Atlantic Monthly.

Under the new process it is 
said that this operation is reduced to 
om* hour’s time. The process is as yet 
a secret, but is said to require no addi­ 
tional plant or m aterials, the desired 
oflhvt being produced by the action of 
temjYe raturos. 
“At a recent practical demonstration 
the bread was niaijo up into dough 
ready for the oven in fifty-nine min­

R ailroad Labor Unions Say It Means 
Lower W ages. 
A protest has been made to the Pres­ 
ident against proposed railroad freight 
rate legislation.

by representatives of the five great labor 
organizations connected with railroading 
—the 
engineers, 
firemen, 
conductors, 
switchmen and trainmen. 
The members 
of the delegation which called on the 
President represented the several organ­ 
izations. 
They pointed out to him that 
railroad-rate legislation logically meant 
the lowering of rates. 
This they con­ 
tended would be followed by a lessening 
of the earning power of railroads and 
consequently by reduction eventually of 
the wages of railroad employes. 


EVADED CIVIL WAR DRAFT. 


Government W ill 
Not 
Reimburse 
Stay-at-Homes. 
Many inquiries are being received at 
the pension bureau in Washington from 
all parts of the country asking if a law 
has been enacted to reimburse those who 
paid money to be exempt from the draft 
in 1863-G4. 
The pension officials point 
out that there has been no legislation to 
warrant the reports which led to the in­ 
quiries. 
Deputy Commissioner of Pen­ 
sions Davenport said: “The pension bu­ 
reau has no knowledge of a proposed 
law of this kind, and it is a little strange 
that any one would expect the govern­ 
ment to come to the relief of these stay- 
at-homes. 
In 1863 it b e e tle necessary 
In some States to resort to draft to till 
town quotas. 
It seems that at that time 
any one could purchase exemption for a 
fixed price. 
In many towns that price 
was $300. 
It was simply a barter aud 
trade arrangement between the man lia­ 
ble to be drafted and the town. 
The 
man purchased exemption on paying his 
$300. This mpney was used by the town 
to hire a substitute to serve in the place 
of the man who purchased his right to 
stay at home. 
Somebody must be la­ 
boring under the impression that these 
drafted men should be reimbursed for 
this $300. 
It does not look that way to 
an outsider.”

Mrs. Machle appealed to 
the rioters, but the mob stoned

brains out, stripped the body aud flung 
it into the river. 
The mob then cap­ 
tured Mr. and Mrs. Peale, stripped them, 
exposed them for fifteen minutes, club­ 
bed Mr. Peale to death in bis wife's 
presence, and subsequently killed Mrs. 
Peale in the same brutal manner.

and fighting ensued in 
which machine guns were used and 
many persons were killed or wounded. 
In addition a number of houses were 
set on tire.

Petersburg requested General Trepoff 
to protect British subjects a t Kron­ 
stadt. 
Authentic accounts received a t Odes­ 
sa from various points in Bessarabia 
show th at tile anti-Jewlsh outbreaks 
there followed the same lines as at 
Odessa, varying only iii the num ber of 
victims. • At Ivisheuev the disturbances 
were 
preceded 
by 
inflammatory 
speeches, gendarm es and city officials 
near the Governor’s house asserting 
th at the Jew s had attem pted to take 
the life of the local bishop and intend­ 
ed to loot tho treasury. The mob was 
thus incited to the bloody work. 
Carrying ikons and portraits of the 
Emperor, the mob proceeded to Alcx- 
androvskaia, Pushkinskaia and Gostin- 
kaia streets, devastating anil pillaging 
unhindered. 
Attem pts at self-defense 
wen* prevented by the troops- 
Ninety 
per cent of the killed and wounded 
were victims of 
bayonets and rifle 
bullets. 


DANGEROUS SPORTS AT FAIRS. 


S ta tis tic s S h o w Lons; List o f A cc id en ts 
tor Season Just Closed. 
County fair accident statistics gath­ 
ered by the Chicago Tribune b>r the sea­ 
son just closed point to the driving of 
trotting horses by amateurs as the most 
common cause of injuries. 
The most 
dangerous injuries are received by aerial 
performers. For children attending fairs 
the danger is in riding 
oil 
merry-go- 
rounds and in standing close to the run­ 
ning track. 
Taking the States of Illinois. Indiana, 
Iowa, Michigan and Wisconsin, the 'Trib­ 
une asked 4 5 0 county seats for informa­ 
tion as to accidents to performers and 
spectators at county fairs aud street car­ 
nivals. 
Fifty-live counties reported a 
total of seventy persons injured, the re­ 
maining 3 05 counties reporting no acci­ 
dents. 
Of the injured forty-five were 
performers, professionals or amateurs, 
and twenty-five were spectators. The in­ 
juries range from broken ribs and legs 
to bruises. 
Of the forty-live perform­ 
ers injured, twenty-six were hurt by the 
collision of sulkies in driving races and 
in being thrown from running horses. 
The most serious accident to a driver 
took place at Atlanta, 111., where Ed­ 
ward Stubblefield, president of the Lo­ 
gan 
County 
Fair 
Association, 
was 
thrown from his seat in a collision with 
a sulky, and for a time was near death. 
“The slide for life,” a feat In which 
the performer slides down a Avire from 
the top of the court house dome or other 
high elevation, laid up three men. and 
“leaping the gap” and "looping the loop” 
claimed five victims. 
Five of six aeronauts injured have 
faulty parachutes or bad luck in landing 
to blame for their injuries, ranging from 
a crushed shoulder to a sprained ankle. 
One woman dressed in red tights landed 
near a bull, and another fell into a tree 
top. 
The crush of vehicles at the gates to 
fair inclosures and the 
frightening of 
farmers’ horses by the noise and unusual 
sights at the grounds were responsible 
for the overturning of buggies and wag­ 
ons and the resulting injury of six per­ 
sons.

The Russian 
government, in a 
strongly

communication, serves notice on the 
Polish nationalists th at for good or ill 
the ancient kingdom of Poland has 
now become an integral part of the 
Russian empire and th at while the 
government intends to fully observe 
the uational rights of Poland any a t­ 
tem pt to w rest Polish autonomy from 
the emperor would be considered an 
act of revolt and would 
lead 
the 
Poles into the sorrowful paths trod­ 
den by them in 1831 and 1863. 
Andrew Carnegie has contributed a 
check for $10,000 for the relief of the 
Jews in Russia. 
The gift was attach­ 
ed to a letter sent to I sider Straus, of 
New York. 
The clothing and m er­ 
chant tailoring trade of 
New York 
City has subscribed $5,000. 
The rep­ 
resentatives of fifty-five organizations 
of Jewish workmen raised $2,000 and 
resolved to make

is only when he catches a Vile sm ell 
th a t he knows that he has a nose. 
W ith wom enfolks it is different. They 
are fond of using th eir sm elling qiiali- 
ties, both w ith artificial odors a n d . 
arm er, 
those of n ature w here flowers po?-ess J 
perfum es 
Now, to get down to busi­ 
ness, th ere is no one so dependent ( 
upon the sense of -mell as th e butter- 1 
m aker. 
To be good at his work he 
m ust have a finely cultivated nose. 
He needs it to detect th e prestige of 
decaying things about the dairy house 
and stable, that is tho-e finer shades 
of bad odors like m ustiness and sour­ 
ness 
Then, on th e o th er hand, he needs 
a fine nose to catch the odor of the 
b u tter as it comes from th? churn or 
bu tter w orker. 
This is part of the 
fine a rt of blitter m aking. 
He m ust 
also use his sense of taste to fit his 
good? for his peculiar m arket. 
S alt­ 
ing, for instance, is seldom the sam e 
for tw o different m arkets. 
Sight al­ 
so cuts a figure in th e proper accom ­ 
plishm ents of the butterm aker. 
He 
m usf know the correct shade of yel­ 
low if he colors his butter, and he m ust 
w atch closely th e grain of the b u tter 
for com m ission men are very close ob­ 
servers of grain, for this indicates 
the keeping quality. 
A smooth, lardy, 
grainless b u tter soon goes off in flavor 
w hile 
a 
bright, 
broken-steel 
glit­ 
terin g grain indicates good w orkm an­ 
ship and m akes a good keeper. 
It is easily seen how im portant it 


beans. 
Dried sw eet corn has becom e al­ 
m ost an unknown com m odity since 
such cheap canned corn has been put 
upon the m arket. 
Almost th e sam e 
thing can be said of dried sw eet corn 
th a t applies to Lim a beans, 
if h ar­ 
vested a* just th e right age and 
boiled and cif? from the cob. as though 
to be eaten, and then dried in the 
vim, corn will keep indefinitely, and 
be exceedingly sw eet and wholesome, 
which cannot be said of much of the 
canned corn offered for sale.— Indiana

A nother characteristic of sheep to 
rem em ber when building a house is 
th at they require a lot of exercise 
during their whole lives. 
N otice how 
well 
lam bs grow 
on th e 
roadside, 
w here they have to follow the dam s 
over considerable distances. 
E spec­ 
ially do pregnant ew es require exer­ 
cise. 
These are points to bear in 
rn ml iii selecting a site for build­ 
ing. 
The house itself can then be built j 
of th e desired m aterial, but wood­ 
en walls are to be preferred. 
The 
place m u d no? be m ade too warm 
and m ust b ; well ventilated, else the 
sheep will *how th eir disapproval cf 
arrangem ents by sleeping out in the 
yards. 
Th e feed racks m ay vary, ac­ 
cording to the variety of stock kept. 
VY'itll th e short wooled sheep th e side 
of th e rack from which th e sheep 


fresh, or it is very apt to h eat and be 
spoiled.—YY\ E. A. Peer, in M assa­ 
chusetts Ploughm an.

G as« Penetrate Glass. 
With liquid air performing feats and 
doing jobs for the scientific and in­ 
dustrial worlds, gaseous glass la per­ 
haps not amazing. Glass, the renown­ 
ed experimentalist, M. Berthelot, has 
proved 
permeable 
to 
gases at high 
temperature. 
At temperatures below 
Its melting point glass has been as­ 
sumed impenetrable by oxygen, nitro­ 
gen and carbon monoxide and dioxide, 
but between 550 and 800 Centigrade 
glass tubing has shown itself permea­ 
ble. 
This passage of gases through 
slightly softened glass is compared to 
the gaseous exchanges taking place at 
the ordinary temperatures through the 
walls of India rubber tubing and the 
Importance is emphasized of this prop­ 
erty of glass hitherto unsuspected in 
many chemical and physical investiga­ 
tions at high temperature. 


Explosive Gems. 
It Is not uncommon for a diamond 
to explode soon after It reaches ths 
surface; some have been known 
to 
burst in the pockets of the miners or 
when held In the warm hand, and the 
loss Is the greater because large stones 
are more liable to explode or fly in 
pieces than 
small 
ones. 
Valuable 
stones have been destroyed In 
this 
w'ay. and it is whispered that cunning 
dealers are not averse to allowing re­ 
sponsible clients to handle or carry In 
their 
warm 
pockets 
large 
crystals 
fresh from the mine. By way of safe­
